O 
NE of the problems in the postwar expansion of com­ 
mercial aviation is the lack of sufficient airports to 
accommodate the thousands of private plane owners. But 
the solution may be near in the form of wire landing fields, 
60 feet in the air. 
The wire airports pictured on this page were developed 
in the final months of the war for use by the Arm y’s artil­ 
lery observation planes in advanced areas where no regu­ 
lar flying fields existed. To date, more than 3.000 take-offs 
and landings have been made from these aerial airports 
without a single major mishap. 
Soon, small communities which could not afford to con­ 
struct regulation air fields will be able to establish rural 
airports in the skies. Department stores may deliver parcels 
from their roof tops virtually to the back doors of suburban 
customers. Forestry stations, located in virtually inacces­ 
sible spots atop mountains, can be equipped with wire 
landing fields strung above the highest trees. 
All the paraphernalia needed for erection of a sky air­ 
port can be loaded in a five-ton truck or transported in a 
plane the size of one of the Army’s C-54’s. Four metal 
masts, spaced 160 feet apart in the form of a rectangle, 
.support a heavy cable. A pilot coming in for a landing 
glides in between the poles and an overhead hook snags 
a six-foot landing sling consisting of three nylon loops, 
any one of which may be engaged. A friction brake brings 
the plane to a gradual stop. For take-offs, only a short 
length of nylon and a stirrup are used. From its pendulum 
perch, 60 feet up, the plane begins to move along the wire. 
When flying speed is obtained, the pilot yanks a lanyard, 
which releases his plane from the stirrup.
